2. MTPCS (CellularOne) D2007.2.18 (Gary)

On July 24, 2014 MTPCS (CellularOne) filed its Notice of Relinquishment of
Designation as an Eligible Telecommunications Carrier effective August 31,
2014. PCS approval of the request relinquishment is governed by 47 U.S.C.
8§ 214(e)(4), 47 CFR 8 54.205, and MCA 8§ 69-3-840(5). Probable Motion:
Move to approve the MTPCS ETC relinquishment.

3. Plentywood Sanitation TN2618 (Nickie)

Dale W. Adams dba Plentywood Sanitation Company, Plentywood, Montana,
requests permission to continue the lease of PSC No. 1602 to Lonnie J.
Johnson dba Plentywood Sanitation, Plentywood, Montana from September
17, 2014 to March 17, 2015. Probable Motion: Approve the continued lease
of PSC No. 1602.

Class C - Property within the town of Plentywood,
Montana, and to or from points tributary thereto, but
within a distance not exceeding twenty-five (25) miles in
any direction from said town. Limitations:
Transportation of property between points served by
railroads within the said radius of said town is prohibited.
Transportation of ashes, trash, waste, refuse, rubbish
and garbage is prohibited.

SUB A Class D - Ashes, trash, waste, refuse, rubbish, garbage
within the town of Plentywood, Montana, and to or from
points tributary thereto, but within a distance not
exceeding twenty-five (25) miles in any direction from said
town.

4. The Sober Chauffeur LLC T-14.9.PCN (Brenda)

On April 28, 2014 The Sober Chauffeur LLC, Big Fork, Montana submitted an
application for a certificate of public convenience and necessity. It was
noticed to the public on May 7, 2014 and protests were received. The docket
was scheduled for public hearing on September 2, 2014. The applicant is
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requesting that that the application be withdrawn and docket closed.
Probable Motion: Withdraw the application and close the docket as
requested.

Class B — Passengers, in rate regulated services,
within a thirty-five (35) mile radius of Big Fork,
Montana. LIMITATION: Service is limited to a single
passenger vehicle.

Indian Springs Ranch Water and Sewer, LLC N2014.7.66 (Leroy)

On August 8, 2014, Indian Springs Ranch Water and Sewer (Indian Springs)
submitted its application for initial rates under the Simplified Regulatory
Treatment Options for small water and sewer companies. Indian Springs
elected to use the Standard Rate Tariff outlined in ARM 38.5.2528. Indian
Springs is proposing a flat charge of $40.00 per month for Non-Metered
Residential Customers and a sewer service charge of $20.00 per month
($60.00 total charge), a non-metered RV lot charge of $30.00 for water and
$10.00 for sewer ($40.00 total charge), a monthly Metered Commercial (non-
irrigation) Customer rate of $40.00 per connection with a $2.00 per 1,000
commodity charge for usage in excess of 10,000 gallons with a flat $30.00
per connection per month charge for sewer service, and a monthly Metered
Commercial (irrigation) charge of $40.00 plus a usage rate of $0.40 per 1,000
gallons for customer usage in excess of 10,000 gallons. Indian Springs is
requesting a September 15, 2014 effective date. This notice supersedes the
previous notice and includes a new category, the RV lot charge. Probable
Motion: Move to approve the initial rates as requested.
